She reported also that many 
schools in the county had studied 
and written examinations on the 
five W.C.T.U. lessons on scien- 
tific temperance and that sev- 
eral pupils have received pins 
for having won certificates in 
this course for five years.

In the study of "Who Will 
Own the Land?" Temperance- 
ville farm radio forums on Mon- 
day learned that according to the 
1931 census about 52 percent of 
Canadian farms were fully 
owned and mortgage free, about 
29 percent were owned but mort- 
gaged, 10 percent were rented, 
while 9 percent were partly 
owned and partly rented. 

The Tempcranccville forums 
considered it fortunate that the 
trend in their community has not 
been away from farm ownership. 

The south forum had a heated 
discussion on moneyed men com- 
ing in and buying up land. Some 
contended that these generally 
improve their buildings but are 
often no asset to the community 
since they do not have to share 
their work with their neighbors 
or take part in the community 
life and in some cases they do 
not work their land properly 
because they are not dependent 

on any income from it. 

The north forum, meeting at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ar- 
wood Barman, agreed that where 
farmers are losing their land 
through no fault of their own, 
perhaps through the costs of ill- 
ness, the government should 
advance money and help secure 
seed and livestock. Money 
should not be provided, they 
thought, unless the applicant is a

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MUNICIPAL 
DOCTOR 
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The Hon. George Hoadley (one-time minister 

of health in Alberta, who was responsible for the 

development of the municipal doctor plan in that 

province) will speak at Snowball on Friday even- 
ing. His subject is of course the "Municipal 
Doctor/' The municipal doctor is employed by 
the municipality and serves without fee all resi- 
dents according to their needs. It is a plan for a 
rural municipality. There is just as much need 
for a similar service for urban municipalities, but 
a more elaborate plan is necessary. . 

A full-dress plan of "state medicine'- would be 
necessary. Indeed, even in rural municipalities it 
would be belter if the plan were financed through 
the national treasury, for the public health is not 
rightfully a. charge on real estate but a respons- 
ibility of the nation. "A nation's health is a 
nation's wealth/' This is true at any time, but 
it is obviously true in war-time/and army medical 
examinations 'emphasize that a nation's disease is 
a nation's poverty. - 

The TemperanceviUe reporter of the Farm 
Forums in that district wrote us last week: "Hon. 
J. T. Thereon recently stated that of the men 
examined for military service up to October 1941 
only 50 percent were placed in category A. 
According to figures complied before the war; we 
have a shortage of ,"4,7.09 doctors and 6.323 den- 
tists. Rural districts are less well served by 
health services than urban. districts and in many 
rural areas they have no resident doctor. .Con- 
ditions are worse since the war began* Of 2,614 
Oxford county .school children- examined in 1940, 
033 had over 1,100. defects/' \ * -"*

The idea of full and adequate medical advice 
and Services for everybody regard ic*s of abilily 
to pay will be, we- venture to. say, taken for 
granted 25 years hence. Rural municipalities can 
move -more. -quickly in this reform than urban 
municipalities. All municipalities can make, a 
beginning with the employment of public health 
nurses.' 



The addresses of the Hon. J. U Hsley and the 
Hon. J. L. Ralston support the belief that the 
voluntary system of enlistment Is providing a 
highly creditable number of Canadian airmen, 
sailors and soldiers for the armies of the United 
Nations. 

The case of those who attack the voluntary 
system is weakened by their failure to state how 
many combatants they think Canada should pro- 
vide and how many men Canada should keep in 
her factories and on her farms. 

The best part of the compulsory selective ser- 
vice proposal is the allocation of men to the jobs 
they are best fitted for, but it is that part of the 
plan which is least likely to be adopted. 

Mr. Ilsley and Mr. Ralston put different inter- 
pretations on the meaning of the plebiscite, but 
it is evident that if Mr. Ilsley thinks that a "Yes" 
vote means a vote for conscription and says that 
voluntary enlistment is a success many who listen 
to him will vote "No." 

Canada is providing her full share of combat- 
ants. We haven't figures for China, but India, 

with a population of 320,000,000, that is, about 30 
times Canada's, has an army of a million men, 
something more than twice Canada's, and is lim- 
ited to. a million men by lack of equipment. 
Canadians, it is evident from the voluntary en- 
listments, are anxious to do their share of the 
fighting, but it is to be remembered that Can- 
adians in Canadian factories can produce arma- 
ments which Russians and Chinese {and Indians 
soon too perhaps) sorely need and will gladly 
use to drive the invaders out of their territories. 
The question is where can Canadians now at work 
in Canadian factories best be used? What num- 
ber of men can Canada still spare and not impair 

her industrial' war effort, or what her industrial 

war effort could be, magnificent as it may be 
now?

"Have we not been hypnotized by Mr. Chur- 
chill's personality?" and similar criticism from 
the London press, following Ute daring escape of 
three German warships from Brest through the 
English channel to home waters, strikes us as ill- 
considered and unkind.
